FIRST NIGHT IN 
A DUGOUT MADE 
CHURCHILL SHIVER 


VONDON, Dec. 1.—Winston Spencer 
Churchill, who ‘resigned as Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster to join Great 
Britain's forces in the field as a Major, 
is marked for early promotion to the 
rank of General with the command of 
a brigade, the Daily Express says. The 
paper says he has chosen the most dif- 
ficult school in the army, for the gren- 
adier unit to which he is attached un- 
cer the command of Col. Jeffreys is 
noted for its indifference to personal 
comfort. 

When Churchill joined the grenadiers 
he found himself in a fireless dugout 
ond supplied with the ordinary army 
ration. He did not grumble, how- 
ever, but entered cheerfully upon his 
task. An officer In the aame commaneé, 
writing to a friend about Churchill's ex- 
periences, said: 

“The first night he shivered visibly 
and it was some time before we were 
‘able to warm him up, but after partak- 
ing of liberal portions of agricultural 
laborers’ rations he thawed out and 
talked interestingly for an hour. He 
was taken for a round of the trenches 
until 2:30 o’clock In the morning, but in 
spite of hard gruelling, never com- 
plained. He was called again at 6 
clock and the next night, after the 
usual cold storage, he took charge of 
his company.”

MAY CORN OPTIONS 


T. E. Price Said to Have Dropped 
$60,000 of It by Guessing 
the Market Wrong. 


OTHERS ALSO HARD HIT 


Government ‘Report Indicated 
Bumper Crop, but Poor Qual- 
ity Cut Down Receipts. 


According to reports circulated on the 
Merchants’ Exchange, T. E. Price, head 
of the T. ©. Price Commission Co.; Den- 
nis J. Canty, a capitalist; Thomas P. 
Lahey of T. K. Price &°Co., and other 
big traders, have lost more than $100,000 


speculating on the “short” side of May 


corn, which recently has advanced over 
12 cents a bushel, and today sold at a 
record price ‘on the crop. They traded 
on margin that corn would go down in 
price. 

Price’s loss, estimated by a member of 
the firm, exceeds $60,000; Canty’s is more 
than $20,000, and Lahey’s at $10,000, Ray 
L. Carter and Roy Carter, of the T. W. 
Carter Commissoin Co., also are credited 
with having been on the losing side of 
corn, but are said to have retrieved 
their losses in the cotton market, which 
in the last two weeks has advanced 
more than $5 per bale. 

‘Market Is Deceptive. 

Seldom in the history of the Mer. 
chants’ Exchange have traders been s0 
completely deceived by the market's 
movement as they have been recently 
in corn. Thirty days ago the price of 
the May option was around 53 cents, 
and now it is 6% cents. 

When the Government crop estimate 
of October was issued, showing a near- 
record yield, it looked like “finding” 
money to sell corn short, and traders 
sold the May option recklessly, while 
preditting the price would drop to % 
r cents. 

But there senvet to be a “joker” in 
the situation, for although the yleld 
was excessive, the estimate made no 
allowance for depreciation in the 
quality of the new corn, due to the un- 
usually wet weather in the early fall 
8 harvest season. Br factor de- 

in the last. 
satete « of corn fot onl? have been ma- 
terially below those of last year, but 
the quality has been such that little 
vontract grades have come to market. 
May Option Goes Up Steadily. 

When this became apparent, the price 
of the May option advanced steadily, but 
the size of the Government estimate on 
the crop kept the shorts from covering 
their contracts, as it appeared the mar- 
ket must react. It bégan to look a few 
days ago, however, As if a “‘runa- 
way market’’ were ‘sight and the 
shorts took thelr losses, 

Traders estimate that. nearly 2,000,000 
bushels of corn were bought in by the 
shorts In the past three days. A 10-cent 
loss on this amount would total $200,000. 

Price admitted to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that he had lost heavily in 
corn, but said that part of his loss had 
been offset by profits on the “long”’ side 
of the stock market. 


CONCRETE MATS TO REPLACE

Eiagineers at Memphis Say It Will 
Mean Absolute Control! of 
Miasiasippt Corrents. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 1.—United 
States engineers in charge of the Mia 
sissippi River survey work here have 


discovered that concréte mats can be 


lused instead of willow\mats for river’ 


revetment and will last‘a lifetime. If 
the mat is undermined hy the river cur 
rents, the concrete sections will drop tn 
place and continue to do their work. 

The firet mat of this kind ever known 
to be sunk on the Mississippi will be 
placed in position at Hopefield Point, 
opposite Memphis, to divert the river 
current through the harbor.

Martino. Budapest Honved Regiment 
No, 1 sanguinarily repulsed eight strong 
attacks against Monte San Michele. San 
Martino was attacked three times and 
here the Nagy Carab Honved regiment 
No. 4 maintained its position in san- 
guinary hand-to-hand fighting. South- 
west of San Martino enemy attacks 
also were repulsed.” 

Rome announces that on the Carso 
plateau, after carrying some of the en- 
emy'’s trenches, the Italians have now 
reached to within a few score of yards 
of the hamlet of San Martino del Carso. 

The visit of War Secretary Kitchener 
to the Anzac region of the Galipoll front 
is described in a pres dispatch from 
Aiexandria, published on Lord Kitchen- 
er’a return to London.

RAILWAY LINES BROUGHT TO

Preparations Lead to Betlef That 
Riga-Dvinsk Road Willi Be Base 
for Move on Petrograd. 
PARIS, Dec., 1.~The remarkably. ef 
fective system of railways and tele 
graphs which the Germans have con- 
structed to connect with Field Marsha’ 
von Hindenburg’s forces along the Riga 
Dvinsk front is described by Charles 
Rivet, in a dispatch to the Temps from 

Petrograd. 

The railway lines are brought from 
the rear to the front in pleces, like 
childrep’s toys, and Immediately linked 
together. Thus a network of ratis ex- 
tends behind the entire front. At the 
same time, the Germans have construct 
ed three main tines from East Prussi«s 
to the Riga-Dyinsk sector. These lines 
have regular schedules and are open to 
the public.

Figures Are Taken From “00 Official

LONDON, Dec. 1.—The total number 
of casualties In the German armies up 
tc and including Nov. 22, is 3,700,000, ac- 
cording to the official lists of casualties, 
including No. 800, which has just been 
received in' London. Embraced in these 
lists are 10,306 pages. The newest list 
maintains a daily average of 9000, 

Heavy losses of noncommissfoned of- 
ficers remain the feature.of almost every 
casualty roll. 

Casualties among battalions of middle- 
uged men, consisting of landwehr and 
Andsturm troops, are conspicuous in all 
lists of Prussian, Bavarian, Wuerttem- 
burg and Saxon contingents.

ASQUITH APPEALS 
TOLABOR NOT TO 
DEMAND INCREASES 


Says Welfare of England Calls 
for Co-operation of all Wage 
Earners. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—The belief that 
British shoulders were strong enough 
to bear whatever burden the war 
was imposing upon the country, and 
that all classes would gladly incur 
the gacrifices which they were called 
upon to make, was expressed by Pre- 
mier Asquith today. The Premier's 


jexpression of confidence was voiced 


before a representative labor confer- 
ence of large size which assembled 
to consider the best means of hus- 
banding the national resources and 
encouraging strict economy. 

“Any excess of either profits or 
wages which does not find its way 
back to the state in loans or taxes, 
or is not employed in necessary in- 
dustries or public services,” said the 
Premier, “is so much loss to the 
national revenue and the national re- 
sources, and therefore so much in- 
jury to the national cause.” 

Therefore, he said, the Government 
asked the trade union leaders to use 
their influence to prevent anything 
in the nature of a general demand for 
an advance in wages. 

Workingmen'’s Wages Increased. 

The Premier explained that, al- 
though some few industries were in- 
jured by the war, according to the 
best estimate available, 4,500,000 
working people had enjoyed a sub- 
Stantial increase in wages since the 
war's beginning. 

“On the other hand,”’ continued Pre- 
“we have witnessed a sub- 
Stantial increase in the cost of living. 
Food has risen 40 per cent, rent 2 per 
cent, fuel and light 25 per cent and 
clothing 30 per cent; but, when allow- 
ance is made for the increased cost of 
living, I venture to say the wage earn- 
ers are better off now than when the 
war began. 

“What we have come here to ask you, 
‘who represent the wage-earning classes 
of your’ country, is to help us in secur- 
ing that all classes, and not the least 
the working classes, which have con- 
tributed so nobly with their flesh and 
blo6d toward the conduct of the war. 
Will in the same spirit of patriotism and 
self-sacrifice be prepared’to deal witn 
the question of wages and contribute 
their share.”’ 

The Premler reiterated the importance 
of impressing the workers with the ne- 
cessity of abstaining from pressing de- 
mands, which, under pther conditions, 
might not be regarded as unreasonable, 
and in this way contributing their share 
toward the task “in which we have a 
common interest and upon the successa- 
ful prosecutionjof which the economic 
fortunés and the honor and the na- 
tional life of this country depend.”’ 

Much, Overtime Work. 

Reginald MeKenna, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, alluding to the question of 
increased wages, called attention to the 
fact that this increase was largely at- 
tributed to working overtime and to the 
large increase in personal effort. 

Nevertheless, he said, it was his duty 
to explain that the putting forth of fur- 
ther demands was contrary to the inter- 
ests of the workers since the demands 
for higher wages came mainly from 
traders engaged in manufacturing goods 
for the Government with the obvious 
result that the Government has to pay 
more for the goods which it could d 
only by borrowing or by a general in- 
creage of taxation. 

“Our soldiers and sailors,”’ McKenna 
said, “must have guns and ammuni- 
tion even if we have to mortgage our 
last shilling. Everyone must ask him- 
self whether he is just:fied in ‘forcing 
up the prices of such articles. After 
taking 5O per cent of the increased prot- 
ites of the rich we are absolutely justi- 
fied in asking the wage earner to give 
up 50 per cent of his excess earnings In 
exchange for a war loan upon which 
the state will pay interest. Those who 
want higher wages must show that they 
can save.”’ 

Walter Runciman, president of the 
Board of Trade, speaking of the suec- 
cessful efforts made by the Government 
to safeguard food supplies, said that 
more than $125,000,000 already had been 
paid for imported frozen meats. He 
sdded that if the German submarine 
menace had been as successful ag its 
authors contended the people of En- 
giand might have been starved. 

Thanks to the navy. Runciman eaid, 
the submarine menace had been de- 
stroyed but the Government could take 
no risks, so steps had been taken ade- 
quately to meet the needs of the peo- 
ple in wheat and flour. This was on a 
business basis, he concluded.

GERMAN SUBMARINE'S “BACK 
BROKEN” BY BOMB FROM AIR 


British Admiralty Also Tell«x of Alba- 
tross Seaplane Being Sent Into 
Ocean Off Ostedd. 

LONDON, Dec. 1.—The admiralty has 
given out additional details concerning 
the sinking of a German submarine off 
Middelkerke, Belgium, Sunday, by a 
bomb from a British aeroplane. It also 
was announced that a German peaplane 
had been brought:down off Ostend. ‘The 
admiralty statement says: 

“On Nov. 23 flight sub-Lieut. Viney, 
accompanied by a French officer. Lieut. 
Lecomte de Sincay, while patrolling off 
the Belgian coast, dropped a bomb on 
a German submarine. She sank in a few 
minutes. 

“During the same day Flight Lieut. 
Ferrand, with Air Mechanic Oldfield, in 
a seaplane, shot down a German Alhba- 
tross seaplane off Ostend. The Alba- 
tross dived nose first into the sea and 
sank.”’

Government Contends Combina- 
tion Violates Sherman Law; 
Three Judges Sitting Here.

The charge that the merger of the 
Southern Pacific and the Central Pacific 
in 1899 was brought about by the South- 
ern Pacific, to prevent the Central Pa- 
cific from passing into the ownership 


|of the Government, and becoming an ac- 


tual competitor, was made this after- 


100n in the hearing of th. Government's 
suit to dissolve the merger. The case 


is being heardin th e Federal Court 
here, before Judges Sanborn, Hook and 
Carland, sitting as the United states 
District Court of Utah. 

Edward F. McClennen of Boston, as- 
sistant counsel for the Government, who 
made this charge, also said the South- 
ern Pacific took*over the $76,000,00 of 
common stock of the Central Pacific, 
giving for it $76,000,0W of the Southern 
Pacific common stock, and $16,000,000 in 
bonds beside, although in the previous 
year the Central Pacific had paid a 
dividend of only 4-5 of 1 per cent, and 
in nine yearg previous had paid no divi- 
dend. 

The Central Pacific line, from Ogden, 

Utah, to San Francisco, was completed 
in 1869, and was the first transcontiner'- 
tal line, and for 14 years the only one. 
it is now operated as part of the South- 
ern Pacific system, whose main line 
follows a southerly route from San 
Francisco to New Orleans. 
George W. Orr of Atchison, Kan., and 
McClennen, representing the Govern- 
ment, and the Southern Pacific is rep- 
resented by William F. Herrtn, its vice 
president and chief councel; J. P. Blair, 
general counsel, and Peter F, Dunne 
and Garret W. McEnerney, associate 
counsel. 

Julius Kruttechnitt in Court, 
Jullus Kruttschnitt, chairman of ‘the 
board of directors of the Southern Pac- 
cific, and William Sproule, president of 
the Southern Pacific were in court. 

The suit was filed in Salt Lake City 
Feb. 11,1914. It was the second step Ina 
campaign on the part of the Govern- 
ment to break up the unity of interest in 
the so-called Harriman lines. The first 
step was the Government’s attack on the 
merger of the Southern Pacific and 
Union Pacific systems. 

This dissolution suit was heard in the 
Federal! Court here in 1911, and the merg- 
er was upheld by Judges Adams, Vande- 
vanter and Sanborn, Judge Hook dis- 
senting. The Government's ¢ounsel ap- 
pealed to the United Stateg Supreme 
Court, and the St. Louls decision was re- 
versed, Dec. 2, 1912, and the @isgsolution 
of the merger ordered. 

McClennen, for the Government, an- 
nounced at the opening that the Govern- 
ment would require the entire day for its 
argument, that the railway. attarneys 
also would want a day, and that‘ pos- 
sibly it would be necessary to continue 
the arguments on a third day. 

Two large wall maps of the Southern 
Pacitic system were in the courtroom, 
with the lines of the Sduthern Pacific 
and of the Central Pacific in colors. 


Before Santa Fe Was Competitor. 
McClennen, referring to these’ maps, 


said they did not show the railroad sit- 
uation as it existed in 1899, the year in 
whicn. he said, the Southern Pacific en- 
tered into its present relation to the 
Central Pacific, as the holder of the 
stock of the latter road. In that year, 
he said, the Southern and Central Pa- 
cific were the only outlets for tmaffic 
from California to the East, the Santa 
Fe, he said, not being then a practical 
competitor He said that, if restraint 
of commerce could be shown to have re- 
sulted from the merger of 1899, the Gov- 
ernment would be entitled to ask for a 
dissolution order. 

McClennen outlined the defense which 
he expects the railroads to make. He 
said the railréads would contend that 
the Southern and Central Pacific lines 
were not naturally competitive; that 
competition between the two lines was 
not restrained; that the two roads had 
not monopolized commerce: that they 
were built and extended as one proper- 
ty, and that the Government was 
estopped, in this case, by its conduct in 
the settlement of the Central Pacific 
$55,000,000 debt to the Government, in 
1899, and was further estopped by the 
decree in the Union Pacific merger case. 
and by the statute of limitations. He 
then began to argue against these dif 
ferent contentions.

GERMANY PLANS — 
FOOD MARKETS 10

President Tells Reichstag Hard- 
ships Caused to Majority of 
Poor Will Be Overcome, 


BILL TO TAX WAR PROFITS 


No Reference to Peace at Open- 
ing Session of Legislative 
Body in Berlin. 


BERLIN, via London, Dec. 1.~—The 
food question was touched on yesterday 


at the opening of the Reichstag in the 
address of the President, Dr. Johannes 
Kaempf, who said the hardships cause’l 
to a majority of the poorest population 
by the scarcity in certain lines would 
be overcome by the organization of the 
provision market. Dr. Kaempf said: 
“While in the West the enemy's at- 
tempt to break through, undertaken 
with strong forces, failed when confront- 
ed with the contempt of death of our 
troops and their commanders; while in 
the East the German and Austro-Hun- 
garian armies hold an tron grip on what 
they have won in battles which were 
boldly planned and heroically carriec 
out; while on the Isonzo the Italiana, 
by force of arms, are attempting to 
conquer the least part of what before 
the war they could have got from Aus- 
tria without striking a blow, in the 
Balkans feats of arms have been accom- 
plished and events have occurred which, 
from both a military and diplomatic 
point of view, have been carried through 
with splendid and unsurpassed certain- 
ty and which have enabled us in com- 
bination with our allies to avenge the 
murder of Sarajevo and to bring to an 
end, as we hope, for all time, Servian 
intrigues, which have proved to be so 
mischievous to Europe. 

Praise for Bulgarians. 
In close union of arms with the brave 
armies of the King of Bulgaria and the 
Bulgarian people we have crowned our 
victory. We welcome this from the bot- 
tom of our hearts. The Servian army 
has been triumphantly defeated. The 
Turkish army has ilved'up to its old 
reputation and has brought about the 
failure of the Dardanelles enterprise. 
“Proud England is troubled about the 
key to her supremacy. All our enemies 
have recognized that we are invincible 
on'the battlefield; so, the more eagerly 
do they cling to their hope to destroy 
us economically, to conquer us by hun- 
ger. As they allow themselves to be 
deceived regarding our financial 
strength, which has been proved by the 
astonishing results of our war loans, so 
they have been deceived in their esti- 
mate of economic strength. 
‘“‘We have corn for bread. Potatoes, 
the most important food of the people, 
are abundant. If in other things there 
may be a scarcity, as cannot be dis- 
puted, yet the hardships thus caused to 
a majority of the poorest population 
will be surmounted by the organization 
of the provision market. We therefore 
financially and economically have every 
reason to contemplate the future with 
firm determination and unshaken confi- 
dence. 

Tax on War Profits. 
The Secretary of the imperial Treas- 
ury. Dr. Karl Helfferich, introduced a 
bill arranging the preliminaries for the 
taxation of war profits. The measure 
requires the setting aside of 50 per cent 
of extra profits to cover ultimate tax- 
ation. 

Dr. Helfferich urged ‘the speedy dis- 
cussion of the bill, so that no war prof- 
its could escape taxation and promised 
an actual measure -on the taxation of 
war profits for the next sitting of the 
Reichstag in March. He intimated that 
it would impose a graduated scale of 
taxation based on the amount of the 
war profits and also would Include a 
tax on incomes which had increased 
during the war, but he gave no indica. 
tion of the extent of the prospective tax. 
ation. 

The secretary said that the Govern- 
ment itself had as yet reported no 
circulation on the taxation rate and it 
obviously would be unfair to make it 
confiscatory, or regard the project, as 
some wish to do, as a punishment for 
daring to make profits during the war. 
rhe primary object of the measure was 
to raise revenue toward covering colos- 
eal expenditures of the-war and for 
this purpose a considerable percentage 
of war profits must and should pass 
into the Government's coffers. The bill 
was referred to a committee. 

The Reichstag adopted the final read- 
ing of the bill modifying certain features 
of martial law, giving the option of a 
fine instead of imprisonment for minor 
offenses. 

There was no debate, althourh the 
Sicialist members, Herr Scheidemann. 
announced that the Soctalists might taka 
up the question of certain abuses later 
in the session. 

There was no public reference to the 
subfect of peace terms during the day's 
session.

Why all this useless babble about a larger army

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THE BANKERS’ FRISCO PLAN. 

While mileage representing about $61,000,000 
has been eliminated from the Frisco system, com- 
pelling, of course, that amount to be subtracted 
from its former capitalization statement, the re- 
organization scheme increases the capital stand- 
ing against the remaining lines in the system. 

The form of some of the securities has been 
changed, but the total is estimated to be about 
$32,000,000 more than the total formerly borne by 
these lines. That $32,000,000 is, curiously enough, 
almost precisely the sum bankers have made out 
of the“boad in the past 10 years in the discounts 
and commissions and rebates allowed in the sale 
of Frisco securities. 

Why the reorganizers seriously bring forward 
such a plan is just now of greater interest than 
what the Public Service — are likely 
to do with it. 

Have all the repeated lessons on proper finance 
ecntained in the railroad history of the past de- 
cade been lost on these reorganizers? 

Do they figure that permission will be obtained 
to advance rates to an extent that will give value 
to the $32,000,000 in additional water? 

The Frisco has been classed with the New 
Haven and other systems as a railroad run to 
afford pickings for its bankers rather than earn- 
ings for its security holders. Perhaps it is fig- 
ured that the new plan for refinancing it will 
compel another reorganization six or eight years 
from now: with more pickings. 

James Speyer’s plea for speedy action while the 
financial situation is favorable is a little obscure. 
The contention that only the unfortunate holders 
of the common stock are required to put up any 
money was, of course, ex-parte, but analysis of 
the complicated plan seems to show a good deal of 
truth in it. The obligation of the bankers to put 
uy) money seems to be only contingent. 

That for all concerned—bankers, bond owners, 
stockholders—a road soundly and conservatively 
financed is better than a water-logged road strug- 
gling under huge burdens of capital, is the ex- 
perience of the years. And, of course, it is in- 
finitely better for the public. 

Whether the capitalization, already well wa- 
tered, of the lines remaining to the Frisco should 
be permitted to be fixed at even as much per mile 
as it has been in the past may be a question. 
But there is no question that it should not be 
permitted to be fixed at any more per mile than 
the amount in the past that led to bankruptcy. 
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A safety-first scheme for American powder 
manufactories seems to be more and more in 
demand. 


EAST ST. LOUIS AND OUB BRIDGE. 
That any misunderstanding should have arisen 
over the number of East St. Louisans to whom 
employment is to be given on the free bridge 
is most regretable. No municipal obligations de- 
mand closer fulfillment than those entered into 
between cities, which should be the more in- 
violate because they are not enforceable by legal 
means and depend on good faith and self-respect. 
This is a case in which St. Louis might justi- 
fiably lean backward. That is in dealing with 
its largest and most prosperous suburb, it could 
afford not merely to equal, but to exceed what 
it is obligated to do by promise. The wisdom of 
the pledge is not now in question. It is wheth- 
er St. Louis shall do what, according to East St. 
Louis’ understanding, it said it would do. 
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NO MARRING OF THE PARK. 

The Post-Dispatch is gratified by the receipt of 
4 letter from Walter L. Rathmann, secretary of 
the St. Louis Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects, heartily approving our protest 
against any kind of monumental or architectural 
treatment of the Lindell entrance to Forest Park. 
He says that the attitude of the chapter has 
been misrepresented in this matter. Its resolu- 
tion does not indorse any scheme of this kind. 
Here is the resolution: 

The members of the Chapter deplore the 
publication in the public press, by city of- 
ficials of schemes of changes in City Plan 
conditions, no matter how meritorious they 
may be, before these schemes have been sub- 
mitted to the committees duly appointed to 
consider them, namely, the City Plan Com- 
mission and the Municipal Art Commission. 
The members of the Chapter refer particu- 
larly to the proposed change of the Lindell 
Boulevard Entrance to Forest Park, on which 
there is so much diversity of opinion, and 
which in the opinion of the members, tends 
to close the entrance to the park and in no 
way romedies the traffic congestion. 

With increasing opposition to any treatment 
of the Lindell entrance which will obscure the 
beauty of the park landscape our hope of a 
sound conclusion of the controversy over plans 
is strengthened. Public opinion will condemn 
the marring of the park. 
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Chicago is a good town, but the records show 
that many have perished there from summer 


heat. 
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DARING BRITISH SHIP PROPOSAL. 
England has commandeered 12,000,000 or more 
bushels of wheat in Canada, but can another re. 
port about her plans to keep down the high cost 
of living at home be true? Is she really going to 
commandeer a lot of ships to transport the wheat 
and escape robbery in high ocean-carrying charges 
exacted by private vessel interests? 

The mistress of the seas should consult with 
some of our stand-pat Senators. Doesn't she know 
that what she gains in the present by this plan 
will be of small consequence compared with the 
disaster she is inviting later? For the Govern. 
ment to operate vessels under lease or purchase 
is to rush headlong into ruinous experiment. 1 
will put the Government in unfair competition 
with private vessel owners. It will destroy pri. 
vate initiative in the building of ships and the 
establishment of vessel lines. The commercia) 
bodies of England's coast cities should at once 
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uiating the shipping industry which is lacking in 
ten times as much money earned by private en- 
ergy and foresight in the ordinary course of the | 
legitimate navigation business. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE PLANS. 

The National Security League, at its Chicago 
conference, wisely refrained from adopting a spe- 
cific scheme of preparedness. It confined its 
action to an indorsement of the President's pur- 
pose of assuring a program of adequate defenses 
and urged congressional action to this end. ‘Its 
demands included: ' 

The complete publication of the recom- 
mendations of the army and navy staffs. 

The creation of a permanent counci/of na- 
tional defense. 

Provision for the immediate manning of ex- 
isting naval vessels and for the manning of 
each vessel put into commission. 

Raising the strength of the navy to a size 
adequate to the national defense and the 
fulfillment of national obligations. 

A mobile army of sufficient strength to re- 
pel any expeditionary force and its complete 
scientific equipment. - 

An ample reserve army and arrangements 
to secure and instruct sufficient officers, pro- 
vision for adequate ammunition and supplies, 
for Federal control of military resources and 
for an efficient national guard. 

Provision for the development of military 
aeronautics.

WOODEN SPEARS FOR TRAFFIC COPS. 

Long wooden spears are proposed for traffic 
policeman by Mr. Reed of the Health Depart- 
ment, who believes that a spear would simplify 
the policeman’s: exercise in regulating the helter- 
skelter or dissolving the congestion at a busy 
corner.

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‘‘HAS AMERICA NO TIME FOR MUSIC?’ 

Director Bodanzky of the Metropolitan Opera, 
in The Craftsman, asks and very sensibly an- 
swers the- question, Has America no time for 
music? by which he means primarily grand 
opera. 

“You cannot have conscription for the opera,” 
says he. “Fancy dragging people in early and 
locking them in for their pleasure.” They must 
be encouraged to love it, and acting upon this 
conclusion he is engaged in cutting the longer 
German operas. In Tristan, Gotterdammerung 
and Rosenkavalier he believes “that an hour's 
time can be saved and with advantage.” Where- 
fore it is no sacrilege in the layman to applaud. 
' Originally the German operas were composed 
for people who had time to give whole days to 
their enjoyment, a fact of which composers took 
advantage. That nours may be taken out of the 
works imperceptibly, as Bodanzky proposes to 
de, proves that those hours, or passages, should 
never have been in. Undoubtedly composers 
have themselves partly to thank for the want of 
appreciation of some of the so-called classic 
works. The greatest works have universal] appeal 
and music might well borrow some of the ma- 
jestic simplicity and directness which mark the 
masterpieces of the other fine arts. It is no 
reflection on the world when a composer, paint- 
er, sculptor or writer cannot compel it with his 
work. The masterpiece in any art must be ad- 
dressed broadly to humanity; It must compel 
and hold the simple taste as well as the “culti- 
vated.”
